By Reds 


Chaos Follows the 
Approach of 
Troops; Excitement 
Running High 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 28.— 


(/P)—Communist troops 
smashed Chinese Nationalist 
defenses and pushed within" 
20 miles of this doomed city 
today. 


Some reports placed them even 


closer. Confusion amounting to 
chaos followed the news. The rush 
to get out of the city was so great 
that roads were glutted. Traffic 
moved at a snail's pace. 


Excitement in the city was like 


a wild fever. 


Hundreds upon hundreds real- 


ized to their tearful dismay that 
they were trapped. 


Events within the past 12 hours 


moved desperately for the Na- 
tionalists. 


First came the news the Reds 


itriking from the east had occu- 
pied Chichiang, 40 miles to the 
south where the highways 
to 


Chungking 
from 
Hupeh 
and 


Kweichow provinces meet. 


Then came the news of a quick 


Communist stab north of here. 
Tushih, 35 miles away, was cap- 
tured. 


This was followed by a quick 


advance of five miles which put 
the Reds within 20 or less miles 
of Chungking. 


(The nearest the Japanese got 


to Chungking during the war was 
about 200 miles to the 
south. 


Chungking has been the provis- 
ional capital of Nationalist China 
for a little over five weeks.) 


Another force sped up the high- 


way from Kweiyang, capital of 
Kweichow province. 
Fall Imminent 
Most people thought this far in- 


land city of 1,000,000 inhabitants 
would fall tomorrow or the next 
day. 


A handful of top officials, were 


still in Chungking at nightfall. 
Among them was Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek. Most had planes 
waiting to whisk them to safety. 


All Chungking shops were clos- 


ed. Owners ieared looters. Silks, 
furs and cosmetics were hidden. 
They feared Communist confisca- 
tion of these items. 


Lights were out. 
Government 


buildings darkened. 


Troops moved in great surges 


through the city. Soldiers were in 
a wide variety of uniforms, green, 
blue and khaki. Some had shoes. 
Some had none. 


Some wore summer uniforms i 


the dreary cold. 


Soldiers 
commandeered 
rick 


shas. Sedan chair bearers lugge 
guns and ammunition. 


Traffic was so congested acci 


dents were numerous. Vehicula 
and foot traffic was almost stal 
led. 


Throngs of spectators lined th 


sidewalks 
to 
watch 
the ma 


scramble. They gasped at th 
number who piled their luggag 
and children on bus tops when in 
teriors became overcrowded. 


A rigid curfew was proclaimed

PARIS, Nov. 28—iff)—The three 


top soldiers of the western work 
today started planning an Arctie- 
to Aegean defense line against ag- 
gression. The projected line is in- 
tended to stop Russia from tramp- 
ling Europe in the event of a third 
world war. 


Chiefs of Staff of the United 


States, France and Britain met in 
the first of a series of conferences 
to complete an integrated defense 
plan for the 12 nations which 
signed the North Atlantic defense 
treaty. 


They are to draw a unified plan 


to defend western Europe. Not un- 
til the integrated plan is iinishcd 
ca th U. S. supply nearly one bil- 
lion dollars in money and arms 
foi that Congress voted to help 
strengthen the 11 other nations 
that signed the treaty. 


On Thursday the defense minis- 


ters of the 12 countries met with 
the three military chiefs. Political 
questions will be taken up then, 
along with the technical details 
of the military plan. 


But U. S. chief of staff Omar 


Bradley and Defense 
Secretary 


Louis Johnson already have dis- 
posed of one burning politico- 
defense question—possible rearm- 
ing of Germany.

At Crossing 


Car Struck hy 
Train at Roadway 
Near Rail Shops 


Kenneth Howard Reese, 37, 414 


North Hurley avenue, was fatally 
injured at 7:35 o'clock Sunday 
morning when his car was struck 
by second section of Missouri 
Pacific passenger train No. 20 at 
the Marshall avenue crossing. The 
crossing leads into the Missouri 
Pacific shop grounds where Reese 
was employed in the power plant. 
Reese was enroute to his work 
when the accident occurred. 


Reese was 
driving his 1938 


Chevrolet coupe and headed north 
toward the shop grounds when 
the left rear section of his car 
was struck by the engine of the 
train, which was going east. The 
car was rolled and hurled ap- 
proximately 
140 feet 
east\vorc 


and came to rest on its left srde. 
Reese was thrown from the car 
and bounded along the side of the 
north rail. 
Dies at Hospital 
He suffered a fracture of the 


skull, severance of a portion of 
ihis right hand, fractures of the 
right leg and internal 
injuries 


He died, at 5:35 o'clock Sunday 
evening at the Bothwell hospital, 
where he was taken in the Mc- 
Laughlin ambulance. He was giv- 
en emergency treatment by Dr. 
D. R. Edwards.

Charles M. Golden, Maplewood, 
Mo., and the conductor in charge 
of the train was Sherman Grazier, 
St. Louis. 


It was the second train-motor 


vehicle accident in the Sedalia 
area in nine days. A coincident of

enger train, second section No. 9 
on Friday morning, November 18, 
was driven by Thomas J, Reese, 
40, of St. Louis, who was killed, 
and the wreck Sunday morning of 
Kenneth Howard Reese, neither 
who were related, but had the 
same last name. Conductor Gra- 
zier was also in charge of second 
section No. 9. Six died in the 
November 18 accident.

The death of Reese is the ninth 


death in the Sedalia area from 
traffic causes this month. Two 
jersons died from injuries from a 
car crash on Highway 65, south of 
Sedalia near Flat Creek Inn., No- 
vember 4; and six in the train- 
truck accident west of Sedalia. 


He was born in Sedalia, August

(ff) — The Missouri State Teach 
ers' Association is making a las 
ditch fight for more public schoo 
money. 


"The next few days will determ 


ine the educational opportunity 
which Missouri children will hav 
for the next two years," Dr. W 
G. Cheek of Springfield, presi 
dent of the association, said yes- 
terday. 


Cheek said he was mailing IOC 


copies of a two-page statement on 
the association's views to radi 
stations, major newspapers, kej 
legislators and educators. 


"Our only weapon is publii 


opinion," he said. ''We want thi 
people of Missouri to realize ex- 
actly what their legislators are do- 
ing." 


Cheek said the state is "lagging 


10 million dollars annually be- 
hind the average" iri state suppor 
of schools. 


An appropriation of S8,000,OOC 


by the legislature for the next two 
years is needed to ''make state aic 
the same as the last two years,' 
he said. 


But the legislature this week 


will consider a bill for only $5,- 
000,000. 


"Missouri 
can't 
continue 
to 


spend so sparingly and meagerly 
011 the education of her children 
without jeopardizing their 
fu- 


ture," Cheek declared. "If Mis- 
souri didn't have the funds avail- 
able it would be a different story 
sut 
Missouri

The teachers want the legisla- 


;ure to dip into the state's large 
post-war 
reserve 
fund. 
Cheek 


said there was a surplus of $26,- 
839,363 in the general 
revenue 


fund and £12,016,517 in the post- 
war reserve fund on July 1, 1949 


"Why 
are large surpluses ac- 


cumulated and held while our 
children are sent to substandard- 
inanced schools?" he asked. 


He charged that to date the 65th 


Assembly has increased appro- 
priations for other £>overnmenta] 
lunctions 8.89 per tent—-'and at 
the same time has decreased the 
appropriations for public schools 
10.73 per cent. 


Cheek asserted that a "few as- 


tute and shrewd senators have the 
upper hand in maneuvering sen-

seconds there 
wasn't any 


more sound from the water," the 
boy told Lambiase. 


The boy could not say in what 


manner Mrs. Brooks fell into the 
water, Lambiase said. 


The lake is being dragged at

The boy's story continued: 
Brooks traded his 1946 sedan 


to a Rochester dealer for a 1939 
model and $500 in cash.

on an experimental device with 
which it will try to "breed" pre- 
cious atomic materials 


If this try succeeds, atomic de-

aeace would be greatly strength- 
ened. The commission did not 
state this in its announcement, 
jut it was implicit. 


The AEC did tell a little of its

a t o m i c 
energy for industrial 


Dower and for propelling ships 
md aircraft 


"Breeding" would mean greatly 


expanded resources of atomic ina- 
crials for use in bombs or as 
ucJs in established or proposed 
Dcace-time applications of atomic 
ncrgy. 
It would mean that in the pro- 


.uction of these materials, 
full 


ise could be made of uranium- 
38, the non-fissionable kind that 
s 140 times more plentiful in na- 
ure than scarce uranium-235, the 
fissionable" kind. 
Non-Fissionable Material 
It would also mean that full 


use could be made of the non- 
fissionable metal, thorium, which 
is even more plentiful than U-238. 


A "fissionable material" is one 


whose atoms can be ''split," re- 
leasing atomic energy 


The commission said it expected 


to complete by the end of next 
year, construction of a device it 
calls "an experimental breeder 
reactor." 


This means a "furnace" design- 


ed to create more atomic fuel than 
is actually consumed in keeping 
the atomic fire burning. 


The objective is the same as 


putting a little good coal in your 
home furnace, together with a lot 
of coal that would not ordinarily 
burn—-and then winding up with 
more coal than you started with 
ii the J'irst place. 


The commission has made no 


seciet o£ the Cact that it would 
like to perfect a "breeding1' pio- 
cess. 


It has repeatedly said that the 


process is "theoretically possible" 
and previously announced plans 
to 
construct 
an 
experimental 


"breeder" to test out the concept 
to see if it is feasible. 


But today's announcement was 


the first sign of actual construc- 
tion. 


Fired on an

The American merchant ship Sir 
John Franklin reported today a 
Chinese Nationalist warship fired 
on and hit it 12 times off Shang- 
hai. 


The message from the vessel's 


skipper was relayed to the. state 
department by the American con- 
sul general at Shanghai. It said 
all aboard the Sir John. Franklin 
escaped injury. 


The skipper said his ship was 


proceeding to Woosung, below 
Shanghai. 


The Chinese warship presum- 


ably was enforcing the National- 
ist blockade of Shanghai and oth- 
er Communist-held ports. 


The United States and other 


maritime nations have refused to 
recognize the blockade as valid. 


The Sir John Franklin is oper- 


ated by the Isbrandtzen Co., New 
York. 


The circumstances of the inci- 


dent were almost identical with 
the recent attack on another Is- 
brandtsen ship, the Flying Cloud.

Atom Bomb Not Enough, 
Say U. S. Military Men 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON — A visiting Latin-Ameri- 


can official, talking with General Eisenhower, 
made the remark: 


"Why don't you Americans drop a fesv atom 


bombs on the Russians right away and get it 
over with?" 


Eisenhower wheeled on him and said: "Can 


you tell me where we would get the 30 million 
troops necessary to take and hold the Soviet 
Union after the bombs fell?" 


Ike's response is symptomatic of the grow- 


ing feeling among U. S. military men that the 
atom bomb is not a decisive weapon in itself. 
Russians' New Radar Screen 


President Truman has just received a vitally 


important report on the subject of Russia's 
antiaircraft 
defenses—particularly 
her radar 


network, which has contributed 
to military 


skepticism about dropping the atom bomb. 


This report, carefully compiled from sources 


-.inside the Soviet, reveals that the Russians have 


» first-rate radar warning system encircling all 
b'ut a small portion of the Soviet Union. In 
addition to this outer protective screen, they 
have also constructed an inner circle of radar 
defenses. 


This report contradicts an earlier belief 


that the Russians had no radar net to speak 
ef. 
The report may also alter the entire 


American strategic war plans. Until now, the 
joint chiefs of staff have relied heavily on the 
ability of the B-36 to penetrate deep into Russia 
before being detected. Flying at great speed 
and high altitude, the air force believed it 
could deliver the atom bomb in quantity, well 
before the Reds could muster an effective fighter 
defense. The presence of these hitherto undis- 
closed radar screens, therefore, will call for a 
thorough revamping of American strategic con- 
cepts. 


NOTE: The Siberian border is the one Rus- 


sian area thus far not equipped with long- 
range radar stations. But the Russians, be- 
lieving this to be their most vulnerable area, 
are working at full speed to install their latest 
and best equipment across the frozen Siberian 
wastes. 
Capital News Capsules 


Two Trillion Dollar Income—America's na- 


tional income of $262 billions annually is by far 
ths highest in the history of the world. But it 
looked like small potatoes the other day, when 
a top government economist peered into the 
future. This economist, one of President Tru- 
man's Council of Economic Advisers, estimated 
that if the United States national income in- 
creases in the next 50 years as fast as it did be- 
tween the 1870's and 1920's, the U.S. will have an 
annual income of two trillion dollars by the 
end of this century. 


Note To Housewives—Look for an increase 


in1 the price of pork, which has dropped sharply 
in the last three months. One reason for the 
probable price increase is the return to work 
of striking steel and coal workers, which will 
increase the demand for pork. As a result, the 
Department of Agriculture has abandoned plans 
to support hog prices—at least for this year. 


Doughboys Again—The joint chiefs of staff 


have completely revised their defense strategy 
for defending western Europe as a result of 
Russia's atomic-bomb 
explosion. 
The joint 


chiefs now think it will take 60 divisions in- 
stead of 30 to defend the Rhine. The reason 
is that, now that both sides have the atomic 
bomb, they don't think either side will use it, 
which makes the infantry twice as important 
as ever. 


Admiral Denfeld Wavers—Admiral Denfeld 


came back to the Pentagon for a few hours 
recently, called on Secretary of the Navy Mat- 
thews and the new chief of naval operations, 
Admiral Sherman. 
Both urged him to stay in 


the navy and take a four-star assignment in 
Europe as fleet commander. Denfeld wouldn't 
answer a flat yes or no, but -seemed to be 
weakening. 
Labor and Small Business Allies 


Hitherto, business and labor have never 


joined political forces to back the same candi- 
dates for Congress. However, representatives 
of small business and organized labor are no\v 
comparing notes on congressmen—with an eye 
to working out an alliance for 1950. 


Surprising thing is. a check of voting rec- 


ords shows that the same congressmen voted 
pretty much for both labor and small business. 
Twenty crucial bills, affecting labor and small 
business, were used as a gauge by Joe Keenan, 
director of the A. F. of L's League for Political 
Education, and by George Meredith, National 
Alliance of Independent 
Business. Votes on 


these bills showed that about 90 per cent of the 
congressmen who 
voted 
for small business 


measures also voted for labor measures and 
vice versa. 


Georg« Meredith, a leader » thai labor- 


small business coalition, is former counsel of the 
Senate Small Business committee under Sen. 
Ken Wherry of Nebraska. However, Meredith 
joined the A. F. of L.'s Keenan in blacklisting 
his former boss. Wherry, once a friend of 
small business, had a narrow squeak in the 
last election, when she got no support 
from 


small business and lost the financial help of 
i 
big business. So Wherry's record in the 81st 
Congress shows that lie voted against his former 
friends, the little businessmen. 


The first on labor's blacklist, Sen. Bob Taft 


of Ohio, also made small business's blacklist. 
Otherwise, both lists include the usual parade 
of GOP conservatives—Senators Capehart and 
Jenner of Indiana, Bricker of Ohio, Millikin of 
Colorado, Knowland of California, Gurney of 
South Dakota, etc. 


The only Republicans endorsed by both 


labor and small business so far are senators 
Morse of Oregon and Langer of North Dakota, 
congressmen Javits of New York, Hull of Wis- 
consin, Angell of Oregon, and Lemke of North 
Dakota. The list, however, is not yet complete. 


Small business and labor disagreed over 


such senators as McCarran of Nevada, McMahon 
of Connecticut, and O'Mahoney of Wyoming, all 
of whom labor approved but small business 
disapproved. It is an ironical twist that small 
business blacklisted O'Mahoney, who earned his 
reputation as a trust-buster and champion of 
small business, but has been voting against 
small business. 


Result of this poll may bring labor and 


little business closer together in the coming 
elections. 


NOTE: Labor leaders are also comparing 


political notes with farm leaders. 


Far East Diplomatic Stirring 
May See Birth of U. S. Policy 


By Bruce Biossat 


In January, American diplomatic chiefs in the 


various Far Eastern nations will meet with Am- 
bassodar-at-Large Philip C. Jessnp in Bankok, 
Thailand, to discuss the general trend of events 
in the Orient. 


This conference will be the second step in 


what apparently is to be a slow, painful search 
for the elements of an entirely new Pacific policy 
for the United States. The first step was the ap- 
pointment of a Far East study group under 
Jessup whose worg had been so singularly ef- 
fective in ending the Berlin blockade. Another 
encouraging sign is that the foreign ministers 
of several Far Eastern countries will gather soon 
in Ceylon to consider their common problems. 
The Western powers will not be represented at 
this meeting, but they will be watching with 
keen interest for any evidence of real collabo- 
ration among the conferring nations. 


The collapse of Chiang Kai-shek in China and 


our loss of taith in him wiped out the last 
vestiges of a meaningful American policy toward 
the Far East. Since that time there has been no 
pretense that we have had a policy in that area. 


What these new moves indicate is that we are 


beginning to grope toward some sort of program 
to fill that void. Our foreign affairs experts 
plainly are not thinking about the future in 
terms of China alone. The scope of the Bankok 
conference is broad, in frank recognition that 
the difficulties are also broad. Biggest aniong 
them of course is the sprawling menace of 
Communism. Often it has been proposed that 
the United States develop an "Atlantic Pact" 
type of treaty with the nations of the Far East. 
But just as frequently it has been pointed out 
that the basis of such a pact does not exist 
there. The lands of the Pacific are not yet 
accustomea to dealing with each other in ef- 
fective co-operation. There is no tradition of 
common action and thought. 


In contrast, many European nations for ill 


their differences have managed to get together 
in programs to meet their common needs. The 
machinery for joint action is fairly well devel- 
oped. 


It is the lack of this tradition and this ma- 


chinery that handicaps the Far East in coping 
with the Communist threat and in turn hampers 
the Uniteu States in formulating a sound overall 
policy,in the Pacific. 


This country obviously cannot impose a united 


course of action upon Far Eastern nations. It 
would probably be impossible in any event. But 
it is particularly so in an area vvhere several 
countries have only recently for i J'nll national 
self-ex oression. That is why we and other West- 
ern powers will observe so carefully any signs 
that the nations themselves are working toward 
a joint treatment of their common problems. 
We know that the initiative in collaboration 
must come from the Far East. Still the forth- 
coming Bankok conference of U. S. diplomats is 
evidence that this country realizes it must have 
a policy of its own in the Orient with or without 
the active assistance of others. For we have -*n 
assurance thata even a Far East -mited against 
Communism would want the United States, Bri- 
tain and the rest of the West as real paitners.

The Doctor Says— 
Diarrhea Can Result in Death 
If it Doesn't Rec eive Attention 


Chronic diarrhea is one of the 


most 
common 
ailments 
from 


which human beings suffer. 
It 


produces discomfort and is ex- 
tremely annoying and 
trouble- 


some. 


It is not, strictly speaking, a dis- 


ease, since many different disor- 
ders can cause this symptom. The 
most common cause, however, is 
that which is of nervous origin. 
Many people seem to show the 
effects of nervousness or emo- 
tional strain by developing diar- 
rhea. The intestinal nerves con- 
trol the wave-like 
motions by 


which intestinal contents are car- 
ried on down the digestive tract. 


When a susceptible person be- 


comes excited or emotionally up- 
set, the nerve control of the in- 
testines is disturbed, the wave-like 
motions are increased, and what 
is called diarrhea develops. 


Get to the Source 
Unless one knows what the pos- 


sibilities are and how to identify 
the source of the trouble—and 
these methods include X-rays and 
other 
special 
examinations—a 


good treatment cannot be given. 
Far too often people with chronic 
diarrhea merely try to buy some- 
thing at a drug store which will 
"quiet 
them 
down." 
Although 


many drugs may do this for a 
short time, such self-treatment is 
a dangerous thing, as it may hide 
for a while some serious deep- 
seated condition. 


Although it is true that many 


cases of chronic diarrhea can exist 
for years without causing death or 
serious 
injury, 
there are many 


cases on record where people have 
gone along too long with what, 
they thought was a minor symp- 
tom. 
When the diagnosis even- 


tually was made the underlying 
condition was to far advanced to 
cure. This is a tragedy not only 
for the patient, but also for the 
physician who could have saved 
a life if he had been given the 
chance.

Time Good to 
Build Up Soil 


Don't put.those fertilizer spread- 


ers away yet! Now is an excellent 
time to apply lime and fertilizers 
to build up soil fertility. Since 
phosphate and potash leach but 
slowly through the soil, they can 
be applied ahead of the next 


- crop In fact, heavy applications 


will place a reserve of minerals 
in the soil for several future 
crops. This method is in reality 
fertilizing the soil. 


John 
Falloon, 
extension soil 


specialist at the Missouri' College 
of Agriculture, says that late fall 
is an opportune time to apply the 
mineral plant foods on permanent 
pastures, 
lespedeza, 
and 
corn 


fields. If this is done on perman- 
ent pastures and the fertilizer cut 
into the soil before the ground 
freezes, clovers and grass may be 
seeded during the late winter and 
early spring. The plant food so 
applied will give the new seeding 
better nutrition for a quick start 
next spring. 


Another place where these fer- 


tilizers can be applied now is the 
lespedeza fields to be sown to oats 
next spring. Besides reducing the 
work load next spring, cutting the 
fertilizer and remaining vegeta- 
tion into the soil will enable the 
soil to dry out earlier next spring 
and permit earliest oats seeding. 
Falloon says such earliness is 
usually esesntial 
for good oat 


yields.

Like Mr. Schna- 
bel said, when he -arrived home 
in the afternoon from the bank, 
he drives his car in the basement 
garage and takes it easy for the 
remainder of the evening. •' 
Neighbor Puts in Crops 
A neighbor, Henry Alt farms 


40 acres of Mr. Schaabel's farm, 
mostly going in wheat and corn 
crops on a 50-50 ba^is. The re- 
mainder

acreage,

Schnabel said is used for grazing 
land. 
He buys cows and calves 


in the spring and sells them in 
the fall. 


Mr. Schnabel said he was rear-

Taking the soil samples now will 
give time to deteimme the kind 
of fertilize: you want

er containing potash and some 
won't need this element. Some of 
you will want more mtiogen pel 
acre than others. This is also true 
in regaid to phosphate 


Several individual'samples'con- 


taining the same amount of dnt 
should be taken from each field 
By the teim field we do not mean 
the, area enclosed by fences. By 
the term field we mean where the 
soil type is the same, wheie the 
soil treatment for the past three 
yeais and wheie the same ciops 
have been, grown and handlec 
alike and where the same fertiliz- 
er at similar rates has been ap- 
plied. If for example, a lespedeza 
hay crop has been removed on 
part of the field, and on part the 
lespedeza was turned under in 
1949. A complete sample shoulc 
be taken from each. 
Top Seven Inches 
Soil samples should represen 


the 'top. seven inches of "soil. I: 
taken when wet they should no 
be put on a hot stove. All of the 
individual samples containing th 
same amount of soil, should b 
put in a clean bucket • mixed 
thoroughly and reduced to abou 
a pint of soil.

cent more capable of producing 
ma'terials for human use thar 
was the farmer of 1900. 


Mechanization was well under

These 
animal-drawn machines made th 
farmer more efficient, but the

phone's transmitter, KEA627, op- 
erating on high frequency, 43.58 
megacycles. 


Each subscriber is also given a 


code number. If the subscriber's 
office wants to reach him, and 
can't by telephone, they contact 
Telanserphone. Out over KEA627 
goes an urgent call for the code 
number. 


Of course, the subscriber must 


flip on his speaker every once in 
a while to see il he's being paged. 
If he hears his number, he's sup- 
posed to call Telanserphone, and 
get the message.

As I have mentioned on several 


occasions, 
players • in 
different 


communities have adopted their 
own rules on Canasta. Each week 
John R. Crawford of Philadelphia 
and I go over the questions that 
have been submitted to me, from 
which we select the material for 
these columns. 
The answers we 


give are from the standard ac- 
cepted laws of Canasta. 


However, in every game some 


laws may be interpreted in differ- 
ent ways. We suggested to Oswald 


• Jacoby (whose book entitled "How 


to Win at Canasta" has been a 
best seller for many weeks) that 
a national laws commission on 
Canasta' be /formed and that Ja- 
coby serve as its chairman. Jacoby 
was enthusiastic about the sug- 
gestion. 


This does not mean that there 


"will be any new rules on the 
game. It simply means that the 
interpretation of the rules will be 
standardized and will not be mis- 
quoted by any writer on Canasta. 


After our discussion of the laws, 


Crawford brougth up a fine point 
in the technique of the play, which 
I want to give to you today. 


Let us say that/you have just 


picked up the pack and you have 
27 or 28 cards in your hand. What 
melds should 
you 
put 
down? 


Crawford says that by the time 
the pack has grown as big as this 
you should have a pretty good idea 
of what cards your partner is 
holding. 


For example, if your partner 


discards a king on the first play, 
you lyiow he is not holding kings, 
since it is good play to let go a 
single high card early. Even if it 
should help the opponent to make 
his minimum meld, he will only 
get a one or two-card pack. By 
watching the discards made by 
the opponents and by your partner 
you can get a good idea of at least 
some of the cards your^partner is 
holding and you should meld those 
cards if you have them so that 
your partner can play off on them. 


If the opponents have picked up 


a pack with a nine-spot on top 
and you hold 3 nines in your hand, 
do not meld them. Do not disclose 
to your opponents the,fact that it 
is going to be almost impossible 
for them to get a canasta in nines. 
They may draw a fourth nine and 
waste a deuce or a joker hoping 
to complete a canasta. 


Hehe is another good 
point 


made 
by 
Mr. 
Crawford. 
If 


you have a lot of cards in your 
hand and your partner is down 
to 5 or 6 cards, there are times 
when you might refuse to pick up 
the pack if you have a black trey 
or a safe discard and if you feel 
certain that your partner could 
make a safe discard. You would 
do this to give your partner an 
opportunity to get hold of the 
pack. With both partners holding 
plenty of cards it is often possible 
to run up a tremendous score on 
one hand.

Question: Do I have to make a 


minimum meld before I can draw, 
or am I 'supposed to draw before 
making the meld? 


Answer: The order or play is 


the draw, meld and the discard. 
You must draw before you make 
a meld. In fact you may need the 
card you draw to give you your 
minimum meld.

Question: We have played 


great deal of gin rummy and other 
forms of rummy. In all of these 
games, if the first player does not 
want the card that is turned up, 
the next player has a chance to 
take it. 
Can you do this in Ca- 


nasta also? 


Answer: No, you cannot. The 


player to the left of the dealer 
may take the up-card if he has 
two natural cards to match it and 
if he can complete his minimum 
meld. 
Otherwise he must draw 


the top card on the stock pile.
